The first index (sec. 1) is an alphabetical list of the subject headings 
which constitute the general classification in Pl1-990. Every verbal rubric 
found in secs. ll-l and 21-29 is included, and some variant phrasings of 
these, which occur or might be found in linguistic literature, have beon 
added. Naturally, no guarantee of absolute completeness is possible, 
especially since the subjects which are presented by running text are here 
given by rubrics abstracted or edited from the text. If a subject is not 
found, an equivalent word or phrase should be sought. 

The second index (sec. 42) is an alphabetical list of the geographical 
divisions in seo. 16. This is complete only for the larger subdivisions 
given, of course. It can be expanded and will be as time goes on and use 
by linguists demands it. Several supplementary expansions have been 
developed since sec. 16 was written (some American republics, the Pacific 
Islands, Japan), and can be furnished on request. If sufficient interest 
should be shovm, they and others will be published at some future time. 

The third index (sec. 43) is an alphabetical list of all the languages 
and dialects classified in secs. 31-394 Except for large and important 
groups, all language names beginning with such qualifying terms as Proto-,

are listed as subheadings under the principal word of the name; even the sepa- 


rately listed names like South Slavic are also cross-referenced under the 





unmodified torn. 

In each index the entry or sub-entry word or phrase is followed inmediately 
by the classification symbol, thuss Phonology, Descriptive P200; South America 
300; English A6800. tries that are not part of the classification proper, 
such as the titles of the numbered sections, or subjects mentioned in running 
text, are indexed by section numbers: Phonology secs 22 (in the subject index); 
Dead languages, Well known sece 30 (in the subject and language indexes). As 
is seen from the last example, some entries appear in more than one of the 
indexes; some also will have both a classification number and a section refer- 
enceée A number preceded by P (or by «++. or by *) is a subject symbol, a 
number alone is a geographical symbol, a number preceded by one of the letters 
A-M (the initial P of such symbols being omitted as a space- and time-saving 
device) is a language symbol, and seotion references have the abbreviation 
sece preceding their number. 

The indexes have been made as complete as possible within the limits of 
human errore Their usefulness has been onlarged by the inclusion of various 
kinds of explanatory words or phrases where this has seemed valuablee How- 
ever, the number of figures constituting the language symbol (cf. seo. 15) has 
not been shown for those symbols ending in zeroos, as the text reference should 
always be checked before the symbols are used. 

It is hoped that readers and users of this classification will communicate 
to the author all corrections and ommissions that come to their notice, and 


will contribute lists and discussions of changes and additions that they find 


necessary e 


As the indexing proceeded, a number of errors and omissions were discovered 


in the text and tables. These have been corrected in the indexes, with bracketed 
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notations to that effect. For convenience, the list of changes is also given 


here; instructions are underlined, the items to be replaced or added to or ine» 


serted being without underlining:
